ART AMONG T H E ESKIMOS. 


A Pnmlc* Stone Barrier. 
A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1 ,0 0 0 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, the 
port being Telok Retcung, in Sunda 
straits. Formed in a few' hours, it would ; 
almost seem to be the supreme effort of ; 
nature in the pumice making line were ; 
it not that such immense quantities are 
fonnd at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pumice stone. 
But pumioe, 
when produced, is really heavy. It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. 
Most of the 
pumice we use in Europe comes from 
the Lipari islands, north of Sicily, “ the 
home of Vuloan,’’ whence Vuloano as 
the name of one of them, and our “ vol­ 
cano’ ’ as descriptive of the natural fea­ 
ture of which it ia the tvpe. 
Here are 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Ghirica 
and its craters Monte Pelata and Forgia 
Vecchia—where over 1 ,0 0 0 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels aud galler­ 
ies, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. The whole hillside is perforated 
w ith groups of these tunnels, which 
number between 2 0 0 and 800 and are sc 
narrow that the men can hardly pass 
each other in them. And just as coal is 
found in beds alternated w ith sandstone 
and shale, so the puxnioo is in layers be- 
o harder lavas and ashes.—Loisur*

For measuring the lighting power the 
rnoet reliable reeultA are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple nppli •ation the experiment eon be 
tried easily at home. 
A sheet of white 
paper w ith a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
— tar instance, between an ordinary 
oandle and a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both Bides. 
By moving the fram e w ith 
the sheet of paper slowly toward th© 
less brilliaut light—that is, tho candle 
—it w ill arrive finally at a point where 
tho grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared cn both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper and the lamp 60 inches ana 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp w ill lie as strong as that of nine 
candles. 
The calcula+ion is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
m ultiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—her*, for instance, 60 times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories.—Pear 
tan’« Weekly.

on Jan. 5. 
The terms of agreement are 
based on the recent official communica­ 
tion from Premier Canovas, addressed 
to the secretary of state. 
The premier states clearly the terms 
which Spain will accord to the Insur­ 
gents, and practically asks the United 
States to propose these conditions to her 
rebellious subject, 
In return for our 
good offices, Spain assures this govern­ 
ment that she sincerely deplores the 
great commercial loss which we have 
sustained on account the Cuban disturb­ 
ances. 
She assures us that she is even 
bow considering a reciprocity treaty 
which will deal mainly with Cuban 
products, and which will be framed in 
such advantageous terms toward this 
government that our losses, both in 
commerce and in the destruction of 
American property in Cuba, will be 
most generously compensated. 
Premier Canovas says that Spain can­ 
not. of course, as a self-respecting and 
respected nation, stand before the world 
as having been coerced into measur- s 
by the United States. 
She has freely 
granted all that she now offers, and 
that in the face of a rebellion. 
But she 
accepts the good offices of the United 
States to act as mediator aud to guanin 
tee to the insurgents amnesty, and the 
enforcement of the new reform law 
which she is about to proclaim in Cuba. 
The form of governm ent offered is, 
th# Spanish statesman deciares, 
the 
limit of independence which can be 
granted to a province by any nation^ 
without absolutely severing the bonds 
of union with the mother country. Au 
tonomy, as enjoyed by the Canadians, 
can never be granted in Cuba. 
What Spain is willing to grant the in 
surgents, lf they lay down their arms 
aud what she asks the United States to 
guarantee is an act which provides for 
a council of administration, which shall 
control all matters pertaining to the 
commerce of the Indies aud all esti 
mate* upon the general taxation aud 
expenditures of the island as well as its 
general home government.

Something Wrong. 
Either hydraulic engineering ii not 
so exact a sci unco as laymen have been 
led to believe or else an unusual blun­ 
der has been discovered in New Jersey. 
Newark sometime ago contracted with 
the East Jersoy Water company for a 
new supply of portable water from the 
Peqnannock valley. 
According to tie 
terms, 50,000,000 gallons were to be de­ 
livered daily and the price was $6,000,- 
000. Knowing exactly the gradient and 
the distance from the impounding reser­ 
voirs to the city, the engineers laid a 48 
inch pipe of steel, which they calculat­ 
ed would convey nearly 60,000,000 gal­ 
lons of water daily. 
Now the pipe line 
bas been tested and its capacity has boen 
found to be not more than 34,000,000 
gallons. 
Fortunately Newark was pro­ 
tected by tho contract for loss occasion­ 
ed by the error, but the water company 
has just been compelled to begin the 
construction of an auxiliary main, 
which will cost more than $1,000,000. 


IIonrst and Modest. 
Thirty years ago the late Major 
Thomas J. Barry of this city in paying 
a bill gave out $20 too much, the bill 
of that denomination sticking to the 
back of another. 
The receiver noticed 
the mistake some time later and made 
f memorandum of tho fact, intending to 
pay it. Tho memorandum was lost aud 
the incident passed ont of his mind. 
A 
few days ago in running through a desk 
he found it. He lost no time in seeking 
ont the wid(T\v of Major Barry, and aft­ 
er explaining the incident induced her 
to accept not only the $20, but the ac­ 
crued interest, compounded at 7 per 
cent, making the total $152.24. 
With 
all this honesty, this man is too modest 
to allow his name to be made public. — 
Detroit Free Press. 


A Pana lea Stone Barrier. 
A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
16 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effec tually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, the 
port being Telok Retcung, in Banda 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supreme effort of 
nature in the pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pun;ice stone. 
But pumioe, 
when produced, is really heavy. It is 
only the air oavities in it that make it 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. Most of the 
pumioe we use in Europe comes from 
the Lipan islands, north of Sicily, “ the 
home of Vulcan,” whence Vuloano aa 
the name of one of them, and our “ vol­ 
cano" as descriptive of the natural fea­ 
ture of which it is the type. 
Here are 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Chirioa 
aud its crater* Monte Feist* and Forgia 
Veccbia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels aud galler­ 
ies, lighted by day lamps of antique 
form. The whole hillside is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, which 
number between 200 and 800 aud are so 
narrow that the men eau hardly pass 
each other in them. And Just ae coal ii 
found in beds alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pumioe is in layers bo­ 
ti harder lavas and ashes. —Leisure

We did much entertaining, as we 
were continually visited by different 
members of tho tribe of 200 or mom 
They were content to sit and share the 
warmth and shelter of our house and 
gaze on the curious things it contained. 
They would turn the pages of a maga­ 
zine by the hour, and, holding the book 
upside down, ask questions about pic­ 
tures. 
What particularly, pleased them 
was anything in the shape of gun, knife 
or ammunition. Of eating they never 
tired. The amount of food they con 
sumod was astonishing, and they par­ 
ticularly reveled in our coffee, biscuit 
and pemmican. This love was mani­ 
fested by a little ditty that they sang 
quite often: 
Ute-Ms-*-IMM*. 
Ub-pem-e-iuns. 
The women are very clever with the 
needle, and as most of us had adopted 
the Innuit boot of sealskin which re­ 
quired frequent mending, they were al­ 
ways in demand. 
In mechanical inge­ 
nuity they arc remarkable. 
Both men 
and women are carvers in ivory, and 
the tiny figures—human as well as ani­ 
mal—that they fashion in this material, 
although somewhat crude, show no 
mean ability. This skill is also to be re­ 
marked in regard to the use of the pen 
oil. One of them, As-sey-e-yeh, drew 
from memory a steamer in perspective, 
with the reflections in the water, and 
that, too, in a suggestive and artistic 
way.

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CANDLE POWER.

This question and it« answer have 
been until recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
But since one method of 
lighting is cc mpeting with the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power him seemingly become rn public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri­ 
ous to tho layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot, In its most sim­ 
ple appli cation the experiment can bs 
Dried easily at home. 
A sheet of whits 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both Bides. By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light—that is, the candle 
—it will arrive finally at a point where 
the g re esc spot has apparently disap­ 
peared cm both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is tbs 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper and the lamp 60 inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of tbs 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that of nine 
candles. The calculanon is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of oourse, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories. —Pear 
tan’s Weekly.
